Not only “The Milk Train Doesn’t Stop Here 
Anymore," as the title of a Tennessee Williams play 
informs us. Passenger trains no longer serve a growing list 
of cities. 
These cities may be small or not so small, but in any 
event they are not large enough to be on the routes of 
national or regional airlines. And it is rapid, regularly 
scheduled air service which industry executives are more 
and more demanding as a prerequisite before they 
consider locating in a given community. 
The result, for many communities, is a form of 
economic isolation from the rest of the country. 
But just as the jet airliner has all but killed off the long 
. distance passenger train, the death of the short • haul 
train at the hands of cars and buses has made way for the 
emergence of a “third-level" of air transportation - the 
commuter airline. 
At the first level are the national trunk airlines. 
Comprising the second level are the regional trunk lines, 
which originally grew up to feed passengers from 
small-city airports to big city airports. But now these are 
moving to bigger jet equipment and can no longer get 
into all the airports they served before. 
Thus the advent of regularly scheduled commuter 
airlines, as distinguished from even smaller air taxis, to 
fill the gaps left open or never filled by the big fellows. 
One indication of the vigor of this new industry is the 
fact that commuter airlines are operating approximately

“tight little island,” many major 
newsbreaks in this and other ad­ 
ministrations have com e from 
knowledgeable people in federal 
agencies or on capitol hill.

Investigative reporting can and 
does bring profound changes in 
the attitude of the public tow ard 
persons and institutions in high 
places. It provides a basis for the 
correction of laws and custom s. 
N ew spapers, 
press 
service . 
m agazines, television and radio 
share the constitutional privilege 
of investigative reporting. Pulit­ 
zer prizes are testam ent to the 
courage, skills and diligence of 
those of the m edia w ho have 
fought for decency. 
T he quantity of bed-rock in­ 
vestigative reporting is relatively 
sm all because difficulties of com ­ 
m ission are great. O ccasionally 
justice will be served in ways both 
quick and spectacular. A t tim es 
the results, unhappily for the par­ 
ticipants, are inconclusive or dis­ 
appointing. 
Faith, 
hope 
and 
strong m en are dem anded for in­ 
vestigative reporting. 
V iew ed from the vantage point 
of the adm inistrator, the factors 
involved in an all-out investiga­ 
tive effort are form idable. All req­ 
uisites of indepth reporting apply 
here, only m ore so. M uch more 
so. 
A recent advertisem ent for a 
luxury car said. "If you m ust ask 
the price, this autom obile is not 
for you." If a m anaging editor 
doesn’t know the scope on inves­ 
tigative reporting, yet feels im ­ 
pelled to slash at sin, he'd better 
get savvy help and sm art counsel, 
real quick. 
M andatory on the help side is 
a publisher w ho is willing to ac­ 
cept the ultim ate responsibility, 
w ho is willing to share interm in­ 
able conferences, and w ho is pre­ 
pared to accept pleas for m ercy 
or threats of violence. 
Trie m anaging editor will rc~ 
quire the services of one or m ore 
reporters who m eiit his com plete 
confidence as regards com pet­ 
ence, integrity and industry. 
Superior investigative reporters 
are rare because rare is the com ­ 
bination of talents required for

You can pick your meal from a menu,but for pleasure or profit, you have to eat it. 
3. DON’T BE PAGE-ONE-HAPPY. Don’t read merely the first page. Your news 
may be inside. There’s more news inside than on Page One, for you, it may be better 
news. 
4. DON’T BE ONE-SUBJECT HAPPY. The one-noters read their sports, crime 
news or comics for entertainment. Sticking to their chief interests, they’re picking up 
pennies, leaving dollars. 
5. BE A FACT-SEEKER. Look to the news columns first for your facts. Then 
play the game of checking up on the columnists and editorial writers. You may be the 
better thinker. 
6. READ WITH BOTH EYES. Note qualifying words and attributions. Don’t take 
a charge for a conviction, a rumor for a fact, or a plan for an accomplishment. 
7. DON’T BE A READING COWARD. It takes a knowledge of both sides to 
make up your mind easily. Don’t be afraid to read opinion at complete variance with 
your own. 
8. GET OUT OF YOUR READING RUT. Use your newspaper to give yourself 
a mental job. Read at least one thing daily that’s completely apart from your normal 
interests. 
9. DO YOUR SHOPPING AT HOME. Whether it’s food, clothes, or a roof over 
your head you want, you’ll find the best buys in the advertising columns of your news­ 
paper. 
10. RELAX AND ENJOY THE FUN. Your newspaper doesn’t forget there’s a 
lighter side to life and neither should you. Try the comics, the crossword puzzle or 
the word game.

Insu rance co mpanies, magazines, scxio lo u ists. 
scho lars, scientists, diplo m ats and bu sinessmen all 
regard him as o ne o f their o wn. 
Bu t Ben Franklin was a printer and newspaper­ 
m an first, last and always. 
Like so m any newspaper pu blishers to day— 
particu larly pu blishers o f weekly newspapers—he 
was apprenticed as a printer in the trade at an 
early au c. At 24 he became so le o wner o f The 
Pennsylvania Gazette, the larecst and mo st su c­ 
cessfu l 
newspaper in 
the Co lo nies. 
Later he 
branched o u t into bo o k and magazine pu blishing, 
started a chain o f newspapers, and pio neered 
m any pu blishing inno vatio ns (su ch as hiring news­ 
paper co rrespo ndents) which have beco me co m­ 
m o n in the indu stry. 
Ben Franklin always tho u ght o f himself as a 
printer and newspaperman. He never “ lo st to u ch’’ 
with the Pennsylvania Gazette. O n his to mbsto ne 
he directed that the wro rds “ Benjamin Franklin, 
printer . . . ” be engraved. O ne o f his m any apho ­ 
risms alxju t jo u rnalism still finds pro m inent place 
o n the walls o f newspaper o ffices: “ T h at if all 
printers were determ ined no t to print any thing ’til 
they were su re it wo u ld o ffend no bo dy, there 
wo u ld be very little printed.” 
Ben Franklin pro ved that a newspaper ru n o n 
so u nd bu siness principles can bo th make mo ney 
and perfo rm a pu blic service. He and his news­ 
papers were basically different fro m earlier Co lo nial 
pu blishers and their newspapers. He m ade Amer­ 
ican jo u rnalism respected, a respect which fo u nd 
fo rmal place in the First Am endm ent to o u r 
Co nstitu tio n. 
Franklin sho wed intelligent yo u ng men w hat 
they can do , in newspaper wo rk. Ever since his 
time, newspapers have pro vided generatio ns o f 
yo u ng men with a rich and satisfying life.

Like so many newspaper publishers today— 
particularly publishers of weekly newspapers—lie 
was apprenticed as a printer in the trade at an 
early age. At 24 lie liecaine sole owner of I he 
Pennsylvania Gazette, the largest and most suc­

branched out into t>ook and m agazine publishing, 
started a chain of newspapers, and pioneered 
many publishing innovations (such as hiring news­ 
paper correspondents) which have liecome com ­ 
mon in the industry. 
Ben Franklin always thought of himself as a 
printer and newspaperman. He never ‘‘lost touch’’ 
with the Pennsylvania Gazette. On his tombstone 
he directed that the words “ Benjamin Franklin, 
printer . . . ” lie engraved. O ne of his many apho­ 
risms aliout journalism still finds prominent place 
on the walls of newspaper offices: “ That if all 
printers were determined not to print any thing ’til 
they were sure it would offend noliody, there 
would lie very little printed.” 
Ben Franklin proved that a newspaper run on 
sound business principles can l>oth make money 
and perform a public service. He and his news­ 
papers were basically different from earlier Colonial 
publishers and their newspapers. He m ade Amer­ 
ican journalism respected, a respect which found 
formal place in the First Am endm ent to our 
Constitution. 
Franklin showed intelligent young men what 
they can do, in newspaper work. Ever since his 
time, newspapers have provided generations of 
young men with a rich and satisfying life.
